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Remedial Reading 


By Donato D. Durrett, Professor of Education and Director of the Educational Clinic, 
Boston University 


INCOLN STEFFENS in his Autobiography tells how he created a crime 
= merely by giving unusual publicity to the regular news from the police 
records. The present reading disability wave is probably similar in origin. It 
is likely that there are fewer children with reading disability now than there were 
forty years ago. At that time the child with difficulty in reading constituted no 
particular problem; he could be disposed of by quietly dropping him out of school. 
This solution occasioned no publicity, since ninety percent of the pupils dropped 
out of school for various reasons before they reached high school age. With the 
presently compulsory education laws and with lack of opportunity for employ- 
ment, more than half of all children of high school age are now in school. A large 
share of these children are unable to learn at a normal rate and the problem of 
their instruction has occasioned a great deal of comment in educational circles. 
Children in the same grade vary greatly in their reading achievements. As early 
as the third month of the first grade, the differences among pupils in reading 
ability is very evident. By the time the third grade is reached, some pupils will 
still be struggling on a primer level while others will find fifth grade books 
enjoyable and understandable. In the sixth grade, some pupils will have reached 
only a third grade level while others will read adult books easily. This wide range 
of reading achievement is found also among high school classes. Surveys with 
standard tests show that about forty percent of sixth grade pupils are a year or 
more below grade in reading achievement. It is not uncommon for thirty percent 
of primary grade children to fail in reading. 

The reading failures of three out of four children may be explained by 
inadequate mentality. The fourth child, however, will be found to be average or 
superior in intelligence: It is this latter child who has given rise to the term 
“specific reading disability” and who has given considerable impetus to investiga- 
tions into the causes of reading retardation. It is for him that the “reading clinic” 
and the “remedial reading classes” have been designed. However, it appears that 


the dull child and the bright child with reading retardation do not differ greatly 
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in the types of confusions and faulty habits which hold them back. They differ 
mainly in the rate at which they can improve and the ultimate level which they 
may reach when given proper methods and materials of instruction. 

An analysis of the factors involved in reading shows that it is a very compli- 
cated ability. Many words look almost alike to the child and he must learn to 
recognize these minute differences with the slightest glance if he is to read 
smoothly in phrases. Words spelled alike have many meanings, and the child 
must acquire these several meanings through experiencing them in situations and 
in different contexts. Sentences vary in length and in structure, adding to the 
problem. Some types of reading assignments demand painstaking attention to 
detail, while others require rapid scanning to locate the desired information. 
Tests for the analysis of reading difficulty usually list from fifty to one hundred 
different skills on which a child may stumble. One student of reading presents 
more than five hundred skills involved in silent reading. It is not surprising that 
many children fail to become expert in such an involved task. 

It is the desired goal in reading instruction that each child acquire higher levels 
of ability and interests in reading as rapidly as his capabilities permit. This goal 
can be attained only when provisions are made for individual differences in 
reading level, in learning rate, in types of difficulty, and in children’s interests. 
The courses of study, the textbooks, and the supplementary reading lists for the 
various grades are beginning to take cognizance of these differences. Four general 
methods of attack on the problem are worthy of special notice: grouping for 


instruction, differentiated library assignments, extensive reading, and specialized 
remedial materials. 


The grouping of pupils on the basis of reading ability permits the teacher to 
provide instructional materials suited to the level of the group. 

Many elementary school classrooms have five or six reading groups, each 
containing six or seven pupils. These groups read from books which are of a 
suitable level of difficulty for understanding and mastery. Brightest children no 
longer need to wait for stumbling slow learners to complete the assignment. Slow 
learners are not in a constant confusion from trying to master incomprehensible 
material. Lesson plans are largely self-teaching or require slight assistance from a 
pupil teacher. A community of interest is attained by having a central core of 
interests for the various groups. 

Differentiated library assignments and extensive reading on the proper level for 
the pupil are undoubtedly to be permanent features of the educational program. 
If proper library facilities are available, there is no need to attempt to force all 
children to read the same textbook in history, geography, science, nature study, 
and other such “content” subjects. If a reading list for each unit of work contains 
many references on different levels of reading ability, all children profit from the 
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exchange of ideas from the various sources. Individual differences in interest and 
ability may be taken care of through extensive library reading. Research studies 
show that children above the second grade level progress as rapidly by extensive 
independent reading as they do by formal reading instruction. Another merit of 
properly guided supplementary reading is that it permits a pupil to acquire a 
competence in a particular subject which would be impossible in ordinary text- 
book instruction. 

Publishers are beginning to bring out remedial materials designed to overcome 
certain difficulties and develop particular skills needed in study. Recent books 
(or remedial reading instruction in secondary schools are Hovious’s Following 
Printed Trails (Heath, 1936. $1.32) and Broening and others, Reading for Skill 
(Noble and Noble, 1936. $1.30). Either of these books would be helpful for adults 
who wish to improve their reading abilities. There are many workbooks for 
elementary grade pupils. Recently Brueckner and Lewis have produced a work- 
book Diagnostic Tests and Remedial Exercises in Reading (Winston, 1935). It 
seems evident that there is much to be done in preparing remedial materials for 
individual and classroom use. Perhaps a more permanent contribution would be 
made by providing “slow development” readers so that good initial instruction 
would preclude the development of faulty habits and make remedial instruction 
unnecessary. 

Several professional books have appeared which will provide the student of 
reading with a more exhaustive treatment of the problem of reading difficulty 
and will give specific suggestions for remedial instruction. The most thorough 
treatment of reading appears in the current yearbook of the National Society for 
the Study of Education, The Teaching of Reading; a Second Report (Public 
School Publishing Co., 1937). The classroom teacher will find answers to many 
perplexing problems in Gates’s Improvement of Reading (Macmillan, 1935. Rev. 
ed.). Betts, in his Prevention and Correction of Reading Difficulties (Row, 
Peterson, 1936. $2), presents the clinical approach to severe reading difficulties and 
offers many suggestions for practical help. Summaries of reading investigations 
are presented by Booker, Better Reading Instruction (Research Division, National 
Education Association, Washington, D.C., 1935. 25c), and Durrell, Research 
Problems in Reading in the Elementary School (Elementary English Review, 
Detroit, 50c). 

One of the main difficulties in suggesting books for retarded readers is to find 
books that are easy in difficulty but mature in content. For such readers, Helen 
Blair Sullivan, Assistant Director of the Boston University Educational Clinic, has 
prepared a list. The reading level and the range of interest level are indicated 
and it is based upon experience with many children. The brief mimeographed 
list may be obtained from her for ten cents in stamps, sent with the request. 
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Tue American SociaL HyGienge Association, 50 W. Fiftieth St., New York, is 
serving as the clearing house for publicity material, exhibits, films, outlines for 
talks, and other details in connection with the celebration of National Social 
Hygiene Day on February 3, 1937, and for the active, nation-wide campaign in 
this field to be waged during the coming year. Libraries can help by securing and 
circulating such material to interested local groups.

The information given includes author, 
title, and publisher. There are no annotations and no dates except for the one
